the Cuſtome of the Mannor. 

Theſe Ofhcers ought to be honeſt 
and truſtic, of good diſcretion, abili- 
fic,and conuerſation; and itis heron 

that 
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that the Bailifke ( whether hee be an 
Officer fax life, or during pleaſure) 
ſhould put in good ſuretics for an. 
ſwering the Lord his Rents and pro- 
fits: for the other there needes no: 
ſuch matter, tor it they be delinquent 
it isa Forfeiture of their Cuſtomarie 
eſtares, whicly is Sccuritie goed C- 
nough. | 
As concerning other qualities, it 
were fitring they ſhould bee able to 
write and reade, whereby to make 
perfect Notes & Bills to the Auditor 
of the particulars of their Accompts, 
that ſo they may bethe leſſe trouble- 
ſome to him in his Audits : and for 
all other matters they are to take 'd1- 
rection, as occaſion ſhall ſeruc, from 
the Steward, Auditor, Surueyor, or 
other Officer of Authoritie.

Timber and Fewell cach: Tree will 
make, that ſo hee may apprize the 
ſame accordingly, otherwile he may 
often bee ouer-rcached by a cunning 
Buycr.

x This Officer is to ouerſee the 
Husbandmen,that they doe their du- 
ties in the Manuring and Tilling of 
the Lords grounds, at fit and conue- 
nient ſeaſons , to prouide of the beſt 
Corne for ſeed, and to ſee the ſame 
carefully and profitably beſtowed, in 
ſuch grounds as are fitteſt therefore 
to looke to the preſcruation of the 
Carts, Waines, Ploughs,and all ſuch 
other Inſtruments and Implements 
of Husbandry,and to fee the ſame re- 
payred when they are out of order; 
to ſce that the Husbandmen haue 
care, in the feeding and drefling of 
their Teemes & working Catrell,and 
to looke to the repayring and amen- 
ding of the fences, hedges and ditches 
of the grounds in his charge, andall
